REPORT OF THE BOARD OF MANAGERS 


To: The Sons of the Revolution 
in the District of Columbia. 


GENTLEMEN: 


There is submitted herewith, on behalf of the Board of 
Managers, a report for the year ended this date. 

During this period the Society has held one Annual Meet- 
ing, two Stated Meetings, one Commemorative Dinner (in 
lieu of a Stated Meeting), one Church Service, and one Pub- 
lic Celebration (Washington’s Birthday) in cooperation with 
ninety other organizations. It has decorated publicly, on 
the anniversary dates either of their birth or of prominent 
incidents connected with their lives, seven statues in the 
District of Columbia erected to the memory of heroes of 
the War of the Revolution, two in Alexandria, Va., and one 
in the District of Columbia (Lincoln Memorial) in coopera- 
tion with other organizations. The Board of Managers has 
met seven times. 


MEETINGS 


The Thirty-Eighth Annual Meeting of the Society was 
held at the Metropolitan Club, Washington, D. C., on De- 
cember 13, 1927. The reports of the Board of Managers, the 
Treasurer, the Registrar, and the Historian were presented. 
The election of officers for the year 1928 then took place. 
The Nominating Committee’s report, recommending candi- 
dates headed by the Honorable James Montgomery Beck as 
President, was unanimously adopted. The newly elected 
President being absent on account of illness, the retiring 
President (Dr. Marcus Benjamin) retained the Chair and 
presided throughout the meeting. 
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The following changes in the By-Laws of the Society were 
adopted at this meeting: 


SECTION I.—Initiation Fee, Dues and Contributions. To read thus: 

“The initiation fee for resident and non-resident members shall be 
five dollars; the annual dues for the calendar year for resident mem- 
bers five dollars, for non-resident members three dollars, which shall 
be payable on or before the first day of January in every year. Neg- 
lect to pay the initiation fee and dues within three months after elec- 
tion shall make such election void.” 

Strike out fourth paragraph and substitute new paragraph to read 
thus: 

“Members of State Societies of the Sons of the Revolution who join 
this Society by transfer, or furnish proper proof of having at some 
time prior thereto been a member in good standing at time of separa- 
tion from membership in such State Society, will not be required to 
pay an initiation fee upon admission to this Society; provided, that 
such initiation fee has once been paid to such other State Society of 
the Sons of the Revolution.” 

Add new paragraph between present new fourth and fifth para- 
graphs, to read thus: 

“Members desiring to transfer their membership to a State Society 
of the Sons of the Revolution will be considered in good standing only 
upon payment of dues for the entire calendar year in which such 
transfer is desired, unless such transfer is requested during the month 
of January, during which month they may be considered as in good 
standing and the transfer may be effected without payment of dues 
for that year. Members resigning to be treated in like manner. No 
refund of any portion of dues paid by a member will be made to him 
upon his transfer to a State Society during any year nor upon sev- 
ering his connection with this Society for any other reason.” 

SECTION IV.—Treasurer. To read thus: 

“The Treasurer shall collect and keep the funds and securities of 
the Society; they shall be deposited in some bank in the City of Wash- 
ington, which shall be approved by the Board of Managers, to the 
credit of the Society of ‘The Sons of the Revolution in the District 
of Columbia’; and such funds shall be drawn thence on the check of 
the Treasurer. Out of these funds he shall pay such sums only as 
may be ordered by the Society, or by the Board of Managers, and 
shall perform such other duties as the Society, or the Board of Man- 
agers, or his office, may require of him. He shall keep a true account 
of his receipts and payments, and, at each annual meeting, render the 
same to the Society, with a full statement of the financial condition 
of the Society, when a committee shall be appointed to audit his 
accounts. 

“For the faithful performance of his duty, he shall give such secur- 
ity as the Society, or the Board of Managers in lieu of its action 
thereon, may from time to time require; any expense involved to be 
paid from the Society’s treasury.” 


At this meeting it was announced that the award to the 
member bringing in the greatest number of new members 
during the year just ended had been made by the Board of 
Managers to Brigadier-General George Richards, U.S. M. C., 
such award consisting of the miniature insignia of the Sons 
of the Revolution, which would be presented at a later meet- 
ing of the Society. A resolution was also adopted at this 
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meeting, authorizing that the Stated Meeting for January, 
1928, be held in the form of a Commemorative (subscrip- 
tion) Dinner, preferably on January 11, 1928, and at the 
New Willard Hotel, but this being left to the discretion of 
the Board of Managers. Dr. Marcus Benjamin, the retiring 
President, read a very interesting paper he had written on 
“New York in the Revolution,” for which he was extended a 
rising vote of thanks. Through the courtesy of Mr. Walter 
Stilson Hutchins, this article was printed in pamphlet form 
and distributed to the membership. 

The Stated Meeting for January, 1928, was held in the 
form of a Commemorative (subscription) dinner, at the New 
Willard Hotel, Washington, D. C., the evening of Monday, 
February 13, 1928, in commemoration of the One Hundred 
Eighty-second Anniversary of the Birth of Tadeusz Kos- 
ciusko. This dinner was well attended by the membership, 
who entertained there Senor Don Manuel C. Tellez, the Am- 
bassador of Mexico; Mr. Jan Ciechanowski, the Minister of 
Poland; the Honorable Robert E. Olds, Undersecretary of 
State; Mr. Stokeley W. Morgan, Chief of Latin American 
Division of the Department of State, and Honorable E. Hart 
Fenn, of Connecticut, and representatives from fifteen Cen- 
tral American and Caribbean Countries. The regular order 
of business of a Stated Meeting of the Society was dispensed 
with. The President of the Society delivered a brief address 
of welcome; the Polish Minister (the guest of honor) and 
the Ambassador of Mexico delivered very interesting ad- 
dresses. The life and services of Kosciusko were eulogized 
by Dr. Thomas E. Green, Chaplain of the Society. Music 
was furnished for this occasion by a section of the United 
States Marine Band, under Captain Taylor Branson, Leader. 

The Stated Meeting for April, 1928, was held at the Met- 
ropolitan Club, Washington, D. C., the evening of Thursday, 
April 12, 1928, commemorating the One Hundred Eighty- 
fifth Anniversary of the Birth of Thomas Jefferson (April 
13, 1743). This meeting was well attended by the member- 
ship. The miniature insignia of the Sons of the Revolution 
was presented to Brigadier-General George Richards, U. S. 
Marine Corps, in recognition of his interest in the Society’s 
welfare by bringing in the most new members during the 
year 1927. There was presented at this meeting, on behalf 
of Mr. Walter Stilson Hutchins, a member, a replica of the 
“Betsy Ross” flag. This flag was accepted and turned over 
to the Color Guard, Mr. Hutchins being extended the most 
heartfelt thanks of the Society for this gift. 

At this meeting the report of the General Committee on 
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Union of the Sons of the Revolution and the Sons of the 
American Revolution, as approved by the National Council 
at its meeting December 17, 1927, was read to the members 
present and unanimously approved, the Secretary being in- 
structed to inform the General Secretary of this action. This 
report read as follows: 


REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON UNION OF THE SONS OF THE 
REVOLUTION AND THE SONS OF THE 
AMERICAN REVOLUTION 
December 17, 1927 


To the National Council of the 
Sons of the Revolution. 
Gentlemen: 

The Committee appointed by the General President of the Sons of 
the Revolution, in accordance with instructions of the last Meeting 
of the National Council, to report upon the merits of a proposed plan 
for amalgamation between the General Society of the Sons of the 
Revolution and the National Society of the Sons of the American 
Revolution desire to make the following report: 

Your Committee after careful consideration of the various steps 
that have already been taken along these lines desire to call attention 
to the following facts: 

That the entire structure of the two Societies is fundamentally dif- 
ferent. We are a group of State Societies; and the Sons of the Ameri- 
ean Revolution, an offshoot from our Society originally, is a National 
Society. : 

The experience of the various committees heretofore created to 
consider plans for this proposed amalgamation demonstrates very 
clearly that inasmuch as we are a group of State Societies such an 
amalgamation could, in our opinion, never be accomplished, for the 
reason that under our Constitution (which it has now been definitely 
determined cannot be amended except by the unanimous consent of 
all the States), offers no hope for such to obtain while a considerable 
group of State Societies are absolutely opposed to amalgamation. 

At a meeting of the National Council, held in Cincinnati, December 
7, 1925, the tentative scheme for amalgamation under consideration 
was presented. It contained such radical sugestions that, in our 
opinion, the most numerical and influential of our State Societies 
referred to above, for that reason alone cannot be expected to con- 
sent to that plan of amalgamation. The Committee has in mind in 
drawing such conclusion the action of the delegates representing their 
Societies in the last Triennial Meeting of the General Society, in New 
York City, in June, 1926. The strong letter of the late General 
President of.our Society on this subject needs also to be mentioned. 

For the reasons we have given you, it would seem useless for this 
committee to take any other action than to report to the National 
Council that it is inadvisable to further consider the amalgamation 
of our Society either with the Society proposed or with any other 


Society whatsoever.

The President delivered a very interesting and instructive 
address on “Thomas Jefferson,” which was warmly received 
by the members present, and through his courtesy was 
printed and distributed to the membership. It being thought 
desirable to have printed and distributed to the membership 
the prize essay written by Miss Margaret Elizabeth Moffett, 
of The Eastman School, in the recent competition amongst 
the pupils of public and private schools of the District of 
Columbia, the President authorized the accomplishment 
thereof, at his expense. The President was given a rising 
vote of thanks for his courtesy in this important matter. 

The Stated Meeting of the Society for October, 1928, was 
held at the Metropolitan Club, Washington, D. C., the even- 
ing of Thursday, October 11, 1928, in commemoration of the 
One Hundred Forty-ninth Anniversary of the death of 
Count Casimir Pulaski, from wounds received at the Battle 
of Savannah, Ga. This meeting was well attended by the 
membership. Captain Frederick G. Pyne, U. S. Navy, a 
member, read a paper on the life and services of Pulaski; 
and Brigadier-General George Richards, U. S. Marine Corps, 
Honorary and Past President of the Society, read an article 
prepared by him on “Savannah, 1778.” This article by Gen- 
eral Richards led to the discussion as to a proposal made 
therein to erect a memorial to be placed by the Society at 
the Washington terminus of the Chesapeake and Ohio Canal, 
to be considered later by the Board of Managers. 

At all meetings of the Society during the past year, as 
well as for some years past, members present at a meeting 
for the first time have been welcomed with appropriate cere- 
monies. Also, all members present at such meetings who 
have been instrumental in bringing in new members have 
been thanked for the interest thus shown by them. 


CHURCH SERVICE 


The Annual Church Service of the Society was held in 
The Church of the Epiphany, Washington, D. C., at four 
o’clock the afternoon of Sunday, February 19, 1928, to com- 
memorate the One Hundred Ninety-sixth Anniversary of the 
Birth of George Washington. The sermon was delivered by 
The Most Reverend John Gardner Murray, D. D., Presiding 
Bishop and Bishop of Maryland. This service was well 
attended by the membership of the Society and the general 
public, including many representatives from other patriotic 
societies. The arrangements for this service were perfected 
by a Committee headed by Mr. Edward F. Looker, Chair- 
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man, assisted by Dr. Thomas E. Green, Chaplain of the 
Society. There has been nothing but praise offered as to 
the character of this service, and it is believed that it was 
the best the Society has ever conducted. Inasmuch as this 
is an annual occurrence, more members of the Society are 
urged to attend in the future and invite their friends to be 


present. 
PATRIOTIC CELEBRATIONS 


This Society, in association with ninety patriotic, historic, 
fraternal, civic and other organizations, commemorated the 
One Hundred Ninety-sixth Anniversary of the Birth of 
George Washington, by an Official Public Celebration at the 
National Theatre, Washington, D. C., the morning of Wed- 
nesday, February 22, 1928, under the auspices of the Board 
of Commissioners of the District of Columbia. These exer- 
cises were similar to those conducted in previous years, the 
Committee in charge being headed by our Honorary Presi- 
dent, Brigadier-General George Richards, U. S. Marine 
Corps, under the authority of the Commissioners of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia. 

The meeting was called to order by the Honorable Proctor 
L. Dougherty, President of the Board of Commissioners of 
the District of Columbia. The Invocation was pronounced 
by The Reverend Abram Simon, LL.D., Rabbi, The Wash- 
ington Hebrew Congregation. The Honorable David I. 
Walsh, LL.D., of Massachusetts, presided and delivered the 
opening address. The annual Gold Medal award of the So- 
ciety was made to Miss Margaret Elizabeth Moffett, of the 
Eastman School, the winner of the Essay .Competition on 
the subject: “What Weight should be given to New Hamp- 
shire’s part in the War of the Revolution?” The medal was 
presented by John J. Pershing, General of the Armies of the 
United States. The principal address was delivered by the 
Honorable Simeon D. Fess, of Ohio, Vice-Chairman of the 
National Commission for the Celebration of the Two Hun- 
dredth Anniversary of the Birth of George Washington. 
Music was furnished by the United States Marine Band, un- 
der Captain Taylor Branson, Leader. Vocal selections were 
rendered by Miss Helen Howison. The Benediction was 
pronounced by Dr. Thomas E. Green, Chaplain of this Soci- 
ety, in the absence of The Reverend Robert Johnson, D. D., 
Rector of St. John’s Episcopal Church, who was called from 
the meeting before its conclusion. Ambassadors of many 
foreign nations and high officials of the National and Dis- 
trict Governments attended. Other distinguished guests 
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were seated on the stage. The addresses and the music were 
broadcast by radio throughout the country. 


DECORATION OF STATUES 


Under the authority of the Board of Managers, selected 
Committees of members of the Society decorated during the 
year the following statues erected in the District of Co- 
lumbia to the memory of heroes of the War of the Revolu- 
tion, by placing floral tributes thereon at ten o’clock the 
morning of each date, excepting as otherwise mentioned, 
namely: 

January 11, 1928, statue of ALEXANDER HAMILTON, 
Mr. George W. White, Chairman of Committee; wreath 
placed on the statue by the Honorable Andrew W. Mellon, 
Secretary of the Treasury. 

February 5, 1928, statue of JOHN WITHERSPOON, Mr. 
Charles P. Light, Chairman of Committee; wreath placed 
on the statue by The Reverend Charles Wood, Rector of the 
Church of the Covenant. 

February 12, 1928, statue of TADEUSZ KOSCIUSKO, 
Mr. Walter Stilson Hutchins, Chairman of Committee; 
wreath placed on the statue by Mr. Jan Ciechanowski, Min- 
ister of Poland. _ 

July 1, 1928, statue of the COMTE de ROCHAMBEAU, 
Dr. Marcus Benjamin, Chairman of Committee; wreath 
placed on the statue by Major General Lutz Wahl, The Ad- 
jutant General of the Army. - 

September 6, 1928, statue of LAFAYETTE, Brigadier- 
General George Richards, U. S. Marine Corps, Chairman of 
Committee, who also placed the wreath on the statue. These 
services were conducted under the auspices of the District 
of Columbia Federation for Patriotic Observance, under the 
authority of the Commissioners of the District of Colum- 
bia, and were participated in by twenty-eight patriotic, his- 
toric, fraternal, civic and other organizations. A wreath was 
also sent to these exercises from The President of the United 
States, which was placed on the statue by the Honorable 
Proctor L. Dougherty, President of the Board of Commis- 
sioners of the District of Columbia. Owing to the inclemency 
of the weather the exercises arranged for could not be con- 
ducted in their entirety, it being only possible to place the 
various wreaths on the statue. 

September 24, 1928, statue of JOHN MARSHALL, the 
Honorable Edward K. Campbell, Chief Justice of the United 
States Court of Claims, Chairman of Committee; wreath 
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placed on the statue by the Honorable Walter I. McCoy, 
Chief Justice of the Supreme Court of the District of Co- 
lumbia. 

November 15, 1928, statue of FREDERICK WILLIAM 
AUGUSTUS HENRY FERDINAND von STEUBEN, Major 
Charles T. Tittmann, Chairman of Committee; wreath placed 
on the statue by Major General William C. Rivers, The In- 
spector General of the Army. Dr. von Prittwitz und Gaf- 
fron, the German Ambassador, was present at these exer- 
cises and placed a wreath on the statue as from the Ger- 
man Embassy. } 

France, our only ally during the War of the Revolution, 
was always invited to be represented on these occasions, by 
the presence of an attache from the French Embassy in 
Washington. 3 

At these ceremonies we have been fortunate in procuring 
the services of prominent clergymen of the District of Co- 
lumbia, as well as members of the Chaplains’ Corps of the 
Army and the Navy, to deliver brief prayers. 

At twelve o’clock noon, February 12, 1928, this Society, in 
conjunction with other patriotic organizations, placed a 
wreath at the Lincoln Memorial, Mr. Albion K. Parris, Chair- 
man of Committee. These services were conducted under 
the auspices of the District of Columbia Commandery of 
the Military Order of the Loyal Legion of the United States. 

At twelve o’clock noon, February 22, 1928, this Society, 
in conjunction with other patriotic organizations, placed a 
wreath on the Grave of an Unknown Soldier of the War of 
the Revolution, in the graveyard of the ‘Old First’”’ Presby- 
terian Church, Alexandria, Va., Mr. John B. Gordon, Chair- 


man of Committee. These services were conducted under — 


the auspices of the American Legion. 

At three o’clock the afternoon of October 14, 1928, this 
Society, in conjunction with other patriotic organizations, 
placed a wreath at the unveiling of a Grave Stone in Memory 
of James Craik, Chief Physician and Surgeon of the Con- 
tinental Army, at the “Old First’ Presbyterian Church, — 
Alexandria, Va., Mr. John B. Gordon, Chairman of Commit- 
tee. These services were conducted under the auspices of 
the descendants of that illustrious patriot of the War of the 
Revolution. 


BUSINESS 
At the meeting of the Board of Managers, December 13, 


1928, the report of the Auditing Committee which exam- 
ined the accounts of the Treasurer for the year 1927, was 
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submitted and approved. The Board at this meeting con- 
sidered statistics regarding the award of the prize to the 
member procuring the largest number of new members dur- 
ing the year, and declared Brigadier-General George Rich- 
ards, U. S. Marine Corps, the winner thereof. The minia- 
ture insignia of the Society was selected as the award to 
be given to General Richards for the interest he had taken 
in this highly important service. The report of the Nom- 
inating Committee, embodying its selection of officers and 
members of the Board of Managers for the ensuing year, 
was submitted and ordered placed before the Society at its 
Annual Meeting to occur later in the evening. The reports 
of the Board of Managers, the Treasurer, the Registrar, and 
the Historian, were also submitted and approved by the 
Board of Managers prior to submission at the Annual Meet- 
ing. There was submitted a copy of certain proposed 
changes in the By-Laws of the Society, notice of which had 
been given to the Society at its Stated Meeting on October 
19, 1927, as well as copies having been distributed to the 
membership. These proposed changes were ordered placed 
before the Society at its Annual Meeting for final action. 
The Chairman of Committee of Stewards was instructed to 
suggest at the Annual Meeting that the Stated Meeting of 
the Society for January, 1928, be held in the form of a Com- 
memorative (subscription) Dinner. 

The meeting of the Board of Managers, January 7, 1928, 
was held in the form of a luncheon tendered by the officers 
and members of the Board in honor of the Honorable James 
Montgomery Beck, the newly elected President of the So- 
ciety. At this meeting the following appointment of officers 
and standing committees for the year 1928 were made:

At this meeting the Committee on Finance submitted the 
budget for the year 1928, which was approved. Upon dis- 
cussing the desirability of continuing the practice of dec- 
orating the fifteen statues erected in the District of Colum- 
bia to the memory of heroes of the War of the Revolution, it 
was decided to curtail this practice to some extent, future 
ceremonies to be acted upon by the Board of Managers at 
an appropriate time prior to the date thereof. Such deco- 
rations as were authorized throughout the year have already 
been described in this report. At this meeting authority 
was granted for the Society to participate in such official 
public celebrations of patriotic observances as might be held 
in the District of Columbia under the auspices of the Com- 
missioners of the District of Columbia, during the ensuing 
year, and designated Dr. Marcus Benjamin and Captain 
Conway W. Cooke as the Society’s representatives. The 
feasibility of holding the Society’s Stated Meeting for Jan- 
uary in the form of a Commemorative (subscription) Dinner 
on January 11, 1928, was considered, and in view of the fact 
that that date appeared to be too near the Holiday Season 
the Board of Managers instructed the Chairman of Commit- 
tee of Stewards to endeavor to arrange for this dinner to 
occur the evening of Monday, February 18, 1928, in com- 
memoration of the One Hundred Eighty-second Anniver- 
sary of the Birth of Tadeusz Kosciusko (February 12, 1746). 
The details of that dinner have already been described in 
this report. | 

At the meeting of the Board of Managers, March 8, 1928, 
Dr. Marcus Benjamin, representative of this Society to the 
National Council of the General Society, Sons of the Revo- 
lution, reported that that Council had met in New York 
City on December 17, 1927, and had disposed of the question 
of amalgamating the Sons of the Revolution and the Sons 
of the American Revolution. This report was read, and, 
meeting with the unanimous approval of the Board of Man- 
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agers, ordered placed before the Society at its next Stated 
Meeting. This was done and appears in full in this report. 
Dr. George E. MacLean, Chairman of Committee of Judges 
for the Prize Essay Competition recently conducted by the 
Society among the school children of the District of Co- 
lumbia, submitted a report, wherein it was stated that no 
such essays had been received from pupils in attendance at 
the public schools. It was brought out during the discussion 
that in recent years, although the terms of the competition 
had been distributed to the various public schools in the 
District of Columbia, this same occurrence had been noted. 
This matter was ordered brought to the attention of the 
officials of the Board of Education of the Public Schools of 
the District of Columbia, but to this date no solution has 
been found to overcome this non-support by the officials 
mentioned. At this meeting the Board directed that, if 
practicable, the Stated Meeting of the Society for April, 
1928, be held at the Metropolitan Club the evening of April 
12, 1928, in commemoration of the anniversary of the birth 
of Thomas Jefferson, this date being selected instead of 
April 13th because of the fact that several meetings by 
other organizations commemorating this event would occur 
on the actual anniversary date and a great many of the 
members of this Society would doubtless desire to be present 
at some one of them, depleting the attendance at the So- 
ciety’s meeting. At this meeting it was suggested that the 
membership ought to be furnished with a suitable certifi- 
cate showing their membership in the Society, and the Reg- 
istrar was instructed to canvass the Society in an endeavor 
to learn the concensus of opinion from that source, provided 
such a certificate could be made up at a cost of not more 
than $1.00 each, and report back to the Board at a later 
meeting. 

At the meeting of the Board of Managers, April 12, 1928, 
the Registrar reported that the membership of the Society 
had been canvassed as to the desirability of issuing a cer- 
tificate of membership, and that replies were coming in daily 
showing the majority of the members favoring this proposi- 
tion. The Board therefore instructed the Registrar to draw 
up a proposed form of a certificate and submit it at the next 
meeting of the Board for final action. At this meeting the 
Board of Managers authorized the printing and distribution 
to the membership of the sermon delivered at the Annual 
Church Service of the Society, February 19, 1928, by Bishop 
Murray, as well as the prize essay recently written by Miss 
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Margaret Elizabeth Moffett, the President having author- 
ized the printing of the latter at his expense. 

At the meeting of the Board of Managers, May 29, 1928, 
the Registrar submitted a proposed form of certificate to be 
issued to the membership, which, with minor changes, was 
ordered made up and issued to the present membership at 
the earliest practicable date. At this meeting the then in- 
cumbent of the office of Registrar, Captain Edwin T. Pol- 
lock, U.S. Navy, tendered his resignation as such, by reason 
of his intention to leave the city. Upon accepting this res- 
ignation, the Board of Managers thanked Captain Pollock 
for his valuable services rendered during his incumbency 
of this important office, and for the work he had performed 
in connection with the framing of an appropriate certificate 
of membership, and unanimously elected Captain Howard 
McC. Yost, U.S. Army, to the office of Registrar, for the re- 
mainder of the current year. At this meeting the Pres- 
ident was authorized, as has been the custom for several 
years past, to admit to membership in the Society such can- 
didates as might be certified to him as eligible and upon 
filing proper application papers approved by the Committee 
on Admissions, during the summer months when the Board 
would not be in session; such admissions to be formally ap- 
proved and these candidates elected to membership at the 
first meeting of the Board in the Fall, to take the former 
date of admission. | 

At the meeting of the Board of Managers, September 14, 
1928, it was reported that the certificates of membership had 
been issued to all present members of the Society, as of date 
August 1, 1928, and that members admitted subsequent to 
that date would be furnished certificates from time to time 
in the future. At this meeting the Board of Managers ap- 
pointed Brigadier-General George Richards, U. 8. Marine 
Corps, Honorary and Past President of the Society, as Chair- 
man of a Committee to nominate officers and members of 
the Board of Managers for the year 1929, such Committee 
to be composed of all Past Presidents of the Society, and 
three other members of the Society as they might desire to 
serve with them; the report of that Committee to be sub- 
mitted in due time and in accordance with the provisions of 
the By-Laws. The subject of the Society’s Annual Church 
Service to occur in February, 1929, being discussed, it was 
thought desirable to hold future services in the Church of 
the Epiphany, that church being considered more suitable 
for this purpose than any other church now existing in the 
city. The Board therefore directed that the Committee on 
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Church Service, when appointed for 1929, be informed of 
this with instructions to act accordingly. The Board au- 
thorized that the Stated Meeting of the Society for October, 
1928, be held, if practicable, in the Metropolitan Club the 
evening of Thursday, October 11, 1928, this being the anni- 
versary date of the death of Count Casimir Pulaski from 
wounds received at the Battle of Savannah, Ga. At this 
meeting Brigadier-General George Richards, U. S. Marine 
Corps, submitted the foilowing report: 


“Having been appointed a member of a committee appointed by the 
Commissioners of the District of Columbia (Mr. John Claggett Proc- 
tor, Chairman) to mark all historic sites in the District of Columbia 
not already marked, and in view of the fact that appropriations are 
meagre and quite a number of interesting places remain to be marked, 
he has suggested to Mr. Proctor that the organizations affiliated in 
the Washington’s Birthday and Lafayette’s Birthday ceremonies be 
canvassed with the idea that they cooperate with the Committee and 
place suitable markers as might be appropriate to their particular or- 
ganizations. That this canvass had brought forth several favorable 
replies. That there is one proposition this Society is committed to, 
which was suggested by Mr. Gaillard Hunt (now deceased), formerly 
President of this Society, namely, the terminus of the Chesapeake and 
Ohio Canal; and that as this canal was so intimately connected with 
the framing and signing of the Constitution of the United States, he 
thought it fitting that this matter be looked into more thoroughly in 
order to obtain information as to the exact point of this terminus and 
the Society take up at a later date the question of marking that site; 
that it ought to be attended to prior to 1932, and preferably the cere- 
monies might be held on Constitution Day, September 17th, of one of 
the intervening years.” 


During the discussion on this report, consideration was 
given to the possibility of obtaining the assistance of the 
thirteen original States of the Union in this proposition, and 
have each of them send a stone from such State, to be made 
up into a “boulder monument” and properly marked for 
placing at that spot. It was the sense of this meeting that 
such Societies of the Sons of the Revolution as may exist in 
the thirteen original States of the Union be communicated 
with and asked to contribute a rock from some historic site 
in their respective localities, as well as any money contribu- 
tions possible, to carry this project to a successful conclusion. 

At the meeting of the Board of Managers, November 9, 
1928, Colonel James B. McCord tendered his resignation as 
Historian of the Society, which was accepted, with regrets, 
but with the thanks of the Society for the services ren- 
dered by him in this capacity in the past. Dr. James R. 
Mood was thereupon formally nominated and duly elected 
to that office for the remainder of the current year. The 
thanks of the Board of Managers, on behalf of the Society, 
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were also extended to the chaplains of the Army and Navy 
who have assisted the Society during the past year in con- 
nection with exercises at statue decorations, etc. Similar 
action was taken as to the courtesy of the management of 
the Metropolitan Club in permitting the Society to hold its 
stated and other meetings there during the past year. Cap- 
tain Frederick C. Pyne, U. S. Navy, was appointed Chair- 
man of a Committee to audit the accounts, etc., of the 
Treasurer for the current year. 

This, my friends, is the record presented to you regarding 
those things deemed worthy of a place in our permanent 
records; it is an account of yet another year of material de- 
velopment, progress, and achievement. Your officers again 
find themselves pleased to express to the members their 
gratitude not only for the many privileges preferment 
has brought to them, but perhaps most of all for the won- 
derful contact they have had with the membership and the 
opportunities afforded them for patriotic service to the 
credit of our organization. On their behalf, it is particular- 
ly desired to express to all members their appreciation for 
the manifest evidence of an unimous approval of their 
efforts to advance in this community the purposes for which 
the Society of the Sons of the Revolution in the District 
of Columbia was instituted. 

We now look forward to another year with be ae what it 
will bring forth. It is the wish of your officers that it may 
add to our power, that the future will continue to improve 
our prestige as conditions have made it so in the past, that 
to this end each member will take upon himself the high re- 
solve to influence among his friends the many good Ameri- 
cans of Revolutionary stock not yet enrolled with us, to 
answer our appeal to aid us as Sons of the Revolution to 
distinguish our Society as the most influential and pro- 
gressive of organizations here having to do with inculca- 
ting a true patriotic spirit.

JOHN CocHRAN CoPpENHAVER 


A member of this Society since November 5, 1902; great- 
great-great-grandson of Simon Copenhaver, Captain of the 
Third Company, Second Battalion, York County, Pennsy]- 
vania Militia, during the War of the Revolution. 
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Mr. Copenhaver was born in Washington, D. C., January 
15, 1880, where he obtained his education in the public 
schools, graduating from Business High School. At the age 
of seventeen he started in the stationary business with his 
brother, which was very successfully carried on up to the 
time of his death. 

He died at Washington, D. C., on January 9, 1928, and 
was buried in Glenwood Cemetery. 


JupGce CHarLEs Bowen Howry 


A member of this Society since December 14, 1926; great- 
grandson of Robert Bowen, Captain of Washington County, 
Virginia Militia, 1777-1780. 

Judge Howry was born in Oxford, Miss., May 14, 1844, 
where he obtained his early education, later studying law 
at the University of Mississippi which was founded by his 
father who was a distinguished lawyer and jurist. He en- 
listed in the Confederate Army in March, 1862, when less 
than eighteen years of age, and became first lieutenant of 
Company A, Twenty-Ninth Mississippi Infantry. He was 
severely wounded. In 1867 he returned to Oxford, Miss., 
and began practicing law. He served in the Mississippi 
House of Representatives, was United States District At- 
torney, and Democratic National Committeeman for Missis- 
sippi from 1891 to 1896; taking an active part in the cam- 
paign that resulted in the second election of President Cleve- 
land. 

Judge Howry came to Washington in 1898, as Assistant 
Attorney General of the United States, after declining a 
mission to South America. In January, 1897, he was ap- 
pointed a Justice of the Court of Claims, serving until 1915, 
refusing Chief Justiceship in 1918. In 1916 he was Chair- 
man of the Board of Arbitration that sat in New York City 
to adjust disputes between twelve railroads and the Rail- 
way Switchmen’s Union. During the World War he served 
in a legal capacity in the Department of Labor, and later 
toured the country in the interest of the Victory Loan, giv- 
ing his services free to the Government. 

He was an active member of Camp 171, United Confeder- 
ate Veterans of the District of Columbia; served as Briga- 
dier-Commander and for several years was Commander of 
the Department of the Army of Northern Virginia, United 
Confederate Veterans. He became a Trustee of the Uni- 
versity of Mississippi, and was at one time Vice-President 
of the American Bar Association, recently having been 
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elected a life member of the Bar Association of Mississippi. 
He was a member of the Chevy Chase Club, and an early 
member of the University Club of Washington. 

He died at Washington, D. C., July 19, 1928, his remains 
being taken to Oxford, Miss., for interment. 


Rawuins Hume 


A member of this Society since April 16, 1923; great- 
great-grandson of William Hansborough, private in Colonel 
William Fontaine’s Second Virginia Regiment for two years 
during the War of the Revolution; engaged in the Battle of 

Great Bridge. } 

Mr. Hume was born in Washington, D. C., July 9, 1878, 
where he obtained his education. He was widely known in 
the financial and social circles of the National Capital, as 
Assistant Treasurer of the Washington Gas Light Company 
with which concern he had been associated for twenty-eight 
years. Interested in sports, he spent much of his leisure 
time hunting and fishing, and was a member of several 
shooting clubs. Earlier in his life he had been an enthusias- 
tic baseball and tennis player, and was a member of the 
famous old Dumbarton Club Baseball Team. 

He died in Washington, D. C., August 1, 1928, and was 
buried in Oak Hill Cemetery. | 


JosHuUA Brake Lana.Ley, JR. 


A member of this Society since May 14, 1924; great- 
great-great-grandson of Frederick Folger, town clerk of 
Nantucket, Mass., during the War of the Revolution; and, 
as such, prepared and submitted to the General Court of 
Massachusetts a petition for protection of the whale fish- 
eries against enemy aggression. 

Mr. Langley was born in Boston, Mass., November 18, 
1898, and received his early schooling in Cambridge, 
Mass., graduating from the high school of that town; later 
attending the Military Academy at Staunton, Va. He en- 
listed in the U. S. Army on April 23, 1918, serving therein 
until February 1, 1919, when he was honorably discharged 
with character “Excellent.” On February 28, 1920, he 
enlisted in the U. S. Marine Corps, being honorably dis- 
charged therefrom, as a corporal, March 14, 19238, in order 
to accept a commission as a second lieutenant in the Marine 
Corps, to which he was appointed the following day. Dur- 
ing his service in the Marine Corps he served at various 
naval shore stations, as well as on board several vessels of 
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the Navy. On August 27, 1924, he resigned his commis- 
sion in the Marine Corps to accept employment in civil life. 

He died at Nantucket, Mass., June 14, 1927, at which place 
his remains were interred. 


CapraIn F'rancis Preston Buarr SANDS 


A member of this Society since May 18, 1890, and its 
President during the year 1904-5; great-grandson of 
Ephraim French (1751-1834), sergeant in Captain William 
Barrow’s Company of Colonel Isaac Wyman’s New Hampsire 
Regiment, during the War of the Revolution. 


Captain Sands was born in Washington, D. C., 
where he obtained his early education at Washington 
Seminary (now Gonzaga College), and graduated from 
Georgetown University in 1861. He decided to study 
law, but the outbreak of the Civil War led him to at once 
enter the United States Navy, as an ensign, shortly after- 
ward becoming an aide on the staff of Rear Admiral S. P. 
Lee on his flagship “Minnesota.” He participated in the 
attack on Fort Caswall on Cape Fear River in North Caro- 
lina, in the capture of the “Half Moon” Battery, and in the 
capture of Fort Fisher on January 15, 1865, receiving on 
this occasion a promotion for gallantry. Later he served 
in the navy yard at Norfolk, Va., and for a time commanded 
the U.S. S. “Gettysburg.” During 1865-6 he served on the 
“Frolic” of the Mediterranean Squadron, under Captain 
John H. Upshur. In 1867 he resigned from the Navy, and 
after studying law at Columbian (now George Washington) 
University Law School, he was, in 1869, admitted to the 
District of Columbia bar. For fifty years he continued in 
active practice, gaining for himself well deserved recogni- 
tion. His devotion to his country and native city led natur- 
ally to a great interest in everything that tended to their 
betterment, and from time to time he was called upon to 
serve on important boards that had to do with the improve- 
ment of local conditions. 

The services of his ancestors were testified to by his 
membership in this Society, and those of his father (Rear 
Admiral Benjamin F. Sands) and himself by membership in 
the Military Order of the Loyal Legion, and in both of these 
organizations he attained the highest elective offices. Dur- 
ing the year of his presidency of the Sons of the Revolution 
in the District of Columbia he proved himself a wise and 
able administrator, taking a deep interest in the welfare of

eae Sa enka which interest he maintained until his 
eath. 

Captain Sands was the last survivor of the founders of the 
Metropolitan Club; he was also a member of the Chevy 
Chase Club, and the Army and Navy Club of New York. 

He died in Washington, D. C., on September 25, 1928, and 
was buried in Arlington National Cemetery. 

He was a courteous and considerate gentleman, a loyal 
friend and devoted patriot. His passing is a great loss to 
the Society of which he was a most worthy member.

Tomas RocHESTER SHEPARD 


A member of this Society since July 27, 1920, having been 
transferred from the Society of the Sons of the Revolution 
in the State of Washington, where he was a charter member. 


Great-grandson of Jesse Shepard, private in Captain 
Simon Spaulding’s Company, First Regiment of Connecticut 
Line, January 1, 1781 to December 31, 1781; private in 
Captain Asa Bray’s Company, July to September, 1778. 


Great-grandson of Nathaniel Rochester, who, in 1775, sat 
as a member of the Provincial Convention of North Caro- 
lina, and from this Convention he received a commission as 
Major of Militia. On February 27, 1776, he took part in the 
military movement against the forces of the British under 
General McDonald, of which the battle of Moore’s Crook, 
New Hanover County, N. C., was the leading feature. He 
sat as a delegate from Orange County, N. C., in the North 
Carolina Provincial Congress, which met on April 4, 1776, 
being appointed by this Congress as Paymaster of the Sixth 
Regiment, North Carolina Line, and as one of the field 
officers for Orange County, with the rank of Lieutenant- 
Colonel. On December 16, 1776, he was returned and took 
his seat as a delegate from Orange County to the Congress 
which framed and adopted the first Constitution of North 
Carolina. Appointed by this Congress as a Commissary- 
General. 

Great-grandson of Christopher Hurlbut, sergeant in Cap- 
tain John Franklin’s Independent Company from Con- 
necticut. 

Great-great-grandson of John Hurlbut, private in Captain 
John Franklin’s Independent Company from Connecticut. 

-Great-great-grandson of William Beatty, Colonel of the 
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Maryland Battalion of the “Flying Camp,” July to Decem- 
ber, 1776; also served on various Revolutionary Committees. 

Great-great-grandson of Job Colman, private in Captain 
Hugh McClallen’s Company of Minute Men, Colonel Samuel 
Williams’ Regiment, which marched April 20, 1775, in re- 
sponse to the alarm of April 19th, from Colrain to Chel- 
bourne. Also private in Captain John Wells’ Company, 
Colonel David Wells’ Regiment, September 22, 1777 to Oc- 
tober 238, 1777. 

Mr. Shepard was born in Dansville, Livingston County, 
N. Y., July 31, 1852. He was educated at Williston 
Seminary, and entered Yale University in the class of 1874, 
but soon left college and moved to Wisconsin, where he 
engaged in civil engineering, being occupied principally in 
railroad construction. Later, he was Resident Engineer in 
charge of the quadruple tracking of a section of the New 
York Central, in Western New York. Forsaking engineer- 
ing for the law, he studied in the law office of his elder © 
brother in Fond du Lac, and was admitted to the bar of 
Wisconsin in 1876. He and his brother practiced law at 
that place until 1888, when he moved to Seattle, Wash., 
continuing his practice there and attaining eminence in his 
profession. Business called him to Nome, Alaska, where he 
lived for a time, returning to Seattle about 1908. In 1911 he 
moved to Valdez, Alaska, where he was appointed Probate 
Judge and United States Commissioner. He returned again 
to Seattle in 1913 and continued the practice of law there 
until 1917, when he moved to Washington, D. C., and was 
appointed Assistant Attorney in the Solicitor’s Office, De- 
partment of the Interior, which position he filled until fail- 
ing health caused his retirement in 1924. 

Among Mr. Shepard’s works were ‘“‘Shepard’s Wisconsin 
Digest,” compiled jointly with his brother and published in 
1884; an article on “Placer Mining Law in Alaska,” printed 
in the Yale Law Journal for 1909; “The Mansion of Free- 
dom,” “The Bering Sea Patrol,” and other poetical works. 

He died at Washington, D. C., March 15, 1928, his remains 
being taken to Dansville, N. Y., his native place, for burial. 


Dr. Joun Crayke SIMPson 


A member of this Society since April 25, 1922; great- 
grandson of John Barton, Lieutenant in Colonel John 
Starke’s Regiment of Morris County, New Jersey Militia. 

Dr. Simpson was born in Selingsgrove, Pa., July 12, 1858; 
graduated from the Medical School of the University of

Pennsylvania, and several years later came to the National 
Capital, where he was a prominent physician for forty years. 
For many years he was a member of the staff of the Govern- 
ment Hospital for the Insane, attaining high rank therein 
before he severed his connection with that institution. His 
acquaintance with the specialists in psychiatry and kindred 
branches of medicine was extensive and he was highly 
esteemed by his colleagues. In 1917 and 1919 he voluntarily 
served on the local medical board which examined men sub- 
ject to the draft law, in which capacity his special training 
proved of the highest value. Following his long term of 
service at St. Elizabeth’s he engaged for a time in private 
practice, retiring therefrom to become a member of the 
Board of Directors of the Washington Evening Star News- 
paper Company, having been elected to that office on April 
20, 1908. Although he had practically retired from active 
practice in recent years, he still kept in closest touch with 
his chosen profession and took an active interest in local 
medical affairs as well as in all civic affairs which pertained 
in any way to medical science. 

Dr. Simpson was a member of the American Medical As- 
sociation and took active part in the District of Columbia 
Medical Association. He was a member of several other 
professional and scientific societies, a member of the Chevy 
Chase Club, the Literary Society, and of the local University 
of Pennsylvania Alumni Association. 

He died at Washington, D. C., June 6, 1928, and was 
buried in Rock Creek Cemetery. 


CoLoNEL HERBERT JERMAIN SLOCUM 


A member of this Society since January 11, 1924, having 
been transferred from the Sons of the Revolution in the 
State of New York of which he had been a member for many 
years; great-great-grandson of Samuel L. Hommedian, Cap- 
tain of Eighth Company, Second Regiment, Suffolk County, 
New York Militia, participated in the Battle of Long Island, 
August 27, 1777. 

Colonel Slocum was born in Cincinnati, Ohio, April 25, 
1855; entered the United States Military Academy at West 
Point, N. Y., as a cadet, July 1, 1872, graduating therefrom 
and appointed a second lieutenant in the United States 
Army, June 21, 1876. He served as an officer in the Army 
until April 25, 1919, when he was retired as a colonel, hav- 
ing been promoted through the various intermediate grades, 
serving in the Infantry, Cavalry, and the Quartermaster 
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Department of the Army. In 1883 he was graduated from 
the Infantry-Cavalry School, and on February 27, 1890, 
breveted first lieutenant for gallant service in action against 
Indians at Canon Creek, Montana, September 13, 1877. 

Colonel Slocum performed frontier duty with his regiment 
at Fort Abercrombie, Dakota, in the field in Dakota and 
Montana, in the campaign against Nez Perce Indians, at 
Forts Buford and Abraham Lincoln, Fort Totten, Dakota, 
and in the field as escort to the surveying party on the 
Northern Pacific Railroad, as well as at various other 
frontier posts. During the Spanish-American War he 
served as Inspector General with General Joseph P. Sanger’s 
command at Matanzas. Until 1909 he served in various 
capacities with the Provisional Government of Cuba, under 
the direction of the Secretary of War; military attache at 
Havana, Cuba, to December 30, 1913. He was in command 
of various units of the Army along the Mexican border dur- 
ing 1915 and 1916, as well as being in Mexico with the Puni- 
tive Expedition the early part of 1916. He remained on 
duty along the Mexican border until retirement. 

He died at Washington, D. C., March 29, 1928, and was 
buried in Arlington National Cemetery. 


CoLONEL JOHN TRUESDALE STEWART 


A member of this Society since June 4, 1919; great-great- 
grandson of Robert McTeear, Captain of Eighth Company, 
Fourth Battalion, Cumberland County, Pennsylvania Militia, 
July 31, 1777, and again May 14, 1778. 

Colonel Stewart was born on a farm near Loda, Iroquois 
County, Illinois, January 13, 1868, where he attended school 
until reaching the age of fifteen when he entered an academy 
at Paxton, Ill., during the Fall and Winter terms for three 
years; the Grand Prairie Seminary, Onarga, Ill., for two 
years, graduating from the Classical Course in 1888, receiv- 
ing the degree of Master of Liberal Arts; entered the Uni- 
versity of Illinois in 1889, graduating therefrom with the 
degree of Bachelor of Science from the School of Engineer- 
ing in 1893. His course of study at the University of 
Illinois included military training, at which he excelled as a 
private, non-commissioned officer and commissioned officer 
including the rank of captain, passing the military examina- 
ton given by the University for the rank of Brevet Captain 
in the Illinois State Militia, commissioned thereto on Janu- 
ary 7, 1898, as well as being recommended to the Secretary 
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of War as worthy of special commendation. In 1909 he re- 
ceived the degree of Civil Engineer from the University of 
Illinois, such degree having been conferred after his engin- 
eering record to that date had been examined and an original 
thesis written and submitted, this diploma specifying ‘In 
recognition of distinguished success in the practice of his 
profession.” 


Colonel Stewart performed valuable service with the U. S. 
Geological Survey as levelman in charge of parties in the 
Black Hills Forest Reserve, South Dakota, Wyoming, Mon- 
tana, and Arizona. He crossed the Continental Divide with 
a level line at five different points in Montana, one being the 
Swift Current Pass near the Canadian Line, and one the 
Lewis and Clark Pass. He also ran the first level lines across 
the Grand Canyon of the Colorado River in Arizona, as well 
as two lines from the rim of the river. Likewise, he per- 
formed very valuable service with the Irrigation and Drain- 
age Investigation of the office of Experiment Stations of the 
Department of Agriculture, collecting data on the reclama- 
tion of overflowed lands, and had charge of drainage investi- 
gations made in the Florida Everglades in 1907. From 1908 
to 1917 he was Professor and Chief of the Division of Agri- 
cultural Engineering in the University of Minnesota, and 
from 1922 to 1928 Consulting Engineer, Drainage and Wet 
Lands Development, St. Paul, Minn. 


In April and May, 1898, he organized and drilled Company 
B of the Bogardus Provisional Regiment, Illinois Volunteers 
for the Spanish-American War, being elected its captain, 
and in July, 1899, was given honorary commission by the 
Governor of Illinois pursuant to the resolution of the 41st 
General Assembly which provided for the issuing of such 
commissions to officers of authorized volunteer regiments 
that were not called into service. 

He was commissioned Major, Engineer Officers’ Reserve 
Corps, April 18, 1917, enrolled in Engineer Officers’ Train- 
ing Camp as a candidate, May 8, 1917, placed on active duty 
as a Major, May 26, 1917; served with various units of the 
Engineer Corps of the Army, being assigned to the office 
of Chief of Engineers at Washington, D. C., on August 3, 
1917. He performed very valuable service in the Engineer 
Corps, being promoted to Lieutenant-Colonel of Engineers, 
U. S. Army, October 18, 1918. Thereafter, until honorably 
discharged October 13, 1919, his valuable services were con- 
tinued. On January 31, 1920, he was commissioned Lieuten- 
ant-Colonel of Engineers, O. R. C., and on January 14, 1924, 
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promoted to Colonel and assigned to the 362d Engineers 
(General Service), G. H. Q. Reserves. 

Colonel Stewart was a member of Alpha Zeta, Gamma 
Sigma Delta, Sigma Xi, Tau Beta Pi, Campus Club (1911- 
1917), American Peat Society, American Society of Civil 
Engineers, American Society for Testing Materials, Ameri- 
can Society of Agricultural Engineers, American Legion, 
Civil Engineers Society of St. Paul, Illinois Society of Engin- 
eers, Minnesota Forestry Association, Minnesota Surveyors’ 
and Engineers’ Society, Minnesota State Horticultural So- 
ciety, National Georgraphic Society, Western Society of 
Fingineers, Society of the War of 1812, and Society of 
American Military Engineers. He was the author of some 
thirty-five or forty publications in various bulletins and 
magazines, most of them dealing with drainage, as well as 
being the senior author of the text book ‘Engineering on 
the Farm.” 

He died at St. Paul, Minn., June 9, 1928, and was buried in 
Arlington National Cemetery. 


CoMMANDER JAY Hater SYPHER 


A member of this Society since March 2, 1915; great- 
grandson of Abraham Sypher, a private in Captain Edward 
Parker’s Company, Second Battalion, Pennsylvania Line, 
commanded by Colonel Thomas Hockley; participated in 
Battles of Trenton, Princeton, Brandywine, Germantown, 
Monmouth, and others. 

Commander Sypher was born in New Orleans, La., March 
15, 1871; appointed naval cadet at the United States Naval 
Academy, Annapolis, Md., September 5, 1887; graduated 
therefrom in June, 1891, and after serving the required two 
years at sea was, on July 1, 1898, commissioned an ensign 
in the United States Navy. Thereafter he rendered valuable 
service at various shore stations of the Navy and on board 
several naval vessels, being promoted through the inter- 
mediate grades to that of commander, in July, 1911, in 
which grade he served until date of retirement from active 
duty, June 30, 1921. From March, 1923 to November, 1925, 
he was recalled to active duty and appointed Superintendent 
of the Library of the Navy Department at Washington, D. C. 

He died at Washington, D. C., June 18, 1928, and was 
buried in Arlington National Cemetery. 

The Society, following its annual custom of conducting an 
Essay Competition among the pupils of the public and 
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private schools of the District of Columbia, created a Com- 
mittee for this object with Dr. George E. MacLean, Chair- 
man. He was associated with the Honorable John H. Bart- 
lett and Dr. J. Franklin Jameson, the three constituting the 
Committee of Judges. The subject selected for that essay 
~ was “What Weight Should be Given to New Hampshire’s 
Part in the War of the Revolution?” This competition was 
won by the essay written by Miss Margaret Elizabeth 
Moffett, of the Eastman School, which essay has been 
printed and distributed to the membership. The gold medal 
offered as a prize for the best essay was presented to Miss 
Moffett, by General John J. Pershing, U. S. Army, at the 
_ Public Celebration of George Washington’s Birthday, at the 
National Theatre, Washington, D. C., already described by 
_the Secretary in his report. 

The Board of Managers is at this time endeavoring to 
obtain permission from the officials of the Board of Educa- 
tion of the Public Schools of the District of Columbia, for 
this competition to be entered into by the pupils of the public 
schools, but to this writing such permission has not been 
definitely granted. 

During the year the following publications were issued: 
The regular annual list of members of the Society; the ad- 
dress on “Thomas Jefferson” delivered by the Hon. James 
M. Beck, President of the Society, at the Stated Meeting for 
April, 1928; the Sermon delivered by The Most Reverend 
John Gardner Murray, D.D., Presiding Bishop and Bishop 
of Maryland, at the Annual Church Service, February 19, 
1928; the prize essay written by Miss Margaret Elizabeth 
Moffett, and the address by Dr. Marcus Benjamin, “New 
York in the Revolution,” delivered at the Annual Meeting 

of the Society, December 138, 1927.
